From what the News reporter saw 
of Sherwood Hill’s two acre straw­ 
berry patch Tuesday afternoon he is 
inclined to think 
that 
the 
popular 
weigher of Pontotoc county is entitled 
to wear the crown as the strawberry 
king of this section. 
When he first planted 
the 
patch 
there were many who laughed at his 
optimism in thinking that he could 
make a success of berries bere. How­ 
ever, the laugh is coming the other 
way now*. The first year dry weather 
caused him to lose his crop, but the 
next year he cleared over $200. The 
present season he may reasonably ex­ 
pect a profit of $500, for the luscious 
berries are thick as hair on a dog’s 
back and they are unusually large. 
He made a contract with T. D. Turn­ 
er & Ox, for the entire 
crop 
and 
could probably sell twice as many 
crates as lie will be able to get this 
season. Sherwood is just a trifle sore 
because it. has been 
reported 
that 
some merchants have sold other ber­ 
ries claiming that they were some of 
his. He has had stickers printed and 
every box bears his mark. He says 
there are none genuine without that 
label. 
The present crop is of the Klon­ 
dyke variety. However, by the time 
this crop is picked a later variety, the 
Aroma. w*ill be ready for market. 
Mr. Hill’s success is due la r g e ly to 
the unflagging energy he has d is p la y ­ 
ed iii fertilizing and cultivating his 
patch. He ha- thoroughly demonstrat­ 


ed. however, that this is as fine a 
strawberry country .is can be found 
anywhere and that there is no reason 
why they cannot be shipped out in 
car lots.

Setting Out Trees, 
Trees may be set 
out 
in 
either 
spring or full iii Oklahoma. Generally, 
however, better success will be Pound 
with spring planting than fall plant­ 
ing. The trees for setting, if they are 
bought from the nurseryman, should 
be ordered in the fall and thga iv lien 
received should be heeled in, cover­ 
ing them with earth clear to the tips 
of the branches. They should then be 
set in I he early spring. Set them at 
about the same depth they stood in 
the nursery. Set the 
trees 
perfect­ 
ly straight up and down. 
Get 
damp 
earth around the roots. 
Spread 
the 
roots out so they will lie in approx­ 
imately the same position 
as 
when 
they were in the nursery. Tramp the 
earth about them very firmly. 


The great secret of successful tree 
setting is to get the damp soil and 
the free roots in close contact. Use 
a tamping stick or the reverse end 
of a spade for packing the earth down ' 
and pack the earth in The manner de­ 
scribed up to within an inch of the 1 
surface. Then throw some loose dirt ' 
on top. and the task Is done. A tree 
is well set when it is almost impos­ 
sible to pull it up without breaking. 
It it pulls up easily, it has been poor­ 
ly set. 
Cutting back at the top at the time 
of transplanting depends largely on 
the kind of tree. Peaches are cut back 
v e r y severely, and will do all the bet­ 
ter for this severe 
cutting. 
Apples 
should not be pruned so 
much, 
al­ 
though it is generally considered ad­ 
visable to shorten the side branches, 
jaud sometimes to shorten the leader 
or main whip, if this is particularly 
"Mig. If a tree is dried out. or if the 
j roots have been badly broken and in­ 
ju red , the top should be more severe­ 
ly pruned than if such injury did not 
j occur.—X
